In conſidering this queſtion of the right of parliament to make 
laws to bind us, I ſhall obſerve the diſtinction made by Mr.

Pitt, Mr. Dickinſon, Mr. Milet, Mr. Otis, ind all other 
advocates for the rights of the Colonies, between e 
and taxation — they ſay there muſt neceſſarily be a ſupteme 
power, lodg'd ſomewhere, of governing and regulating the 
trade of the Colonies ; and this is in the King, Lords and 
Commons of Great-Britain, but that this does not extend to 
internal taxes, tho' it includes the right of laying duties on 
ſuch articles of trade, as they allow us to import, if we chooſe 
to import them-—and upon this diſtinction was founded our 
oppoſition to the unhappy ſtamp - act — we theo acknowledged 
the authority of parliament, in it's full extent, excepting on- 
ly in the matter of internal taxation ; tho' it is very true, 
ve have figce been daily growing wiſer and wiſer, till at 
length, we opealy avow principles of ab/o/ute independency, 
and deny that the parliament of Great-Britain have any more 
: "#5 OO rightful 
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rightſul authority over us, than the patlis ment of Paris, or 
the divap of Conſtantineple. And the grand argument in ſup. 
port of this new dottrine is, that our charter is a con pas 
between the kisg and our anceſtors, by which the ſele power 
of legiſlation is given forever to our general aſſembly. And 
jo anſwer to this it is ſaid, that it never was in the pcwer of 
the kiog to put any Britiſh ſubjects out of the juriſdiction of 
parliament, and therefore, if he had given ſach a charter, it 
would be void; but it is ſaid further, that it is not true in 
ſect; for that no ſuch grant of « ſupreme, independant, un- 
controlable power of legiſlation is, or ever was contained in 
the charter. Now, if ſach' a power he convey'd by the cher. 
ter, it is either expre//zd or implied—-that it is not expreſed 
33 too clear to be deny'd—and therefore it mult be implied, 
pr it is not conrey'd by the charter, but is merely imaginary. 
This is a queſtion of the higheſt importance to every man who 
has got a head, or any property to ſave or to loſe ; for the 
principle, if wrong, leads directſy to freaſon aud rebellion ; 
to which we are haſtening with a repidity which, | greatly 
fear, will ſoon plunge ps headlong in irretrievable tuin, unleſs 
we are ſtopt in our career. Ia order to a right underftanding 
of this important matter, jt is neceffary to go back and con- 
ſider how the caſe ſtood before, at, and everſince the time 
of our receiving che charter: And from this view we ſhall 
alſo perceive whether the preſent claim of parliament is ne. es 
many ignorantly ſuppoſe, or whether it was made, opealy and 
expreſly, before the grant of the charter, and has ever lince 
beep uniform'y exerciſed by them, and acknowledged by us. 
To ſatisfy myſelf in this matter, I have made 2 journey to 
Boſton, on purpoſe to ſee the ſtatutes at large; and I (ind 
the caſe to be thus. In 1650, an ect of parliament was made 
ſor block ing up the ports of Bar badet, Virginia, Bermuda? 
and Antigua, in which the ſupreme authority of parliament 
over all the Colonies is moſt clearly and expreſly claimed, 
and it is declared ** that they are, and ought to þe, ſubor 
dinate to, and dependant upon Eugland; and have, eve 
| re the planting thereof, been, add onght to be ſubject tc 
ſuch. la ws, orders and regulations, as are, or ſhall be mact 
by the parliament of England. Any letters patent, or othet 
authority formerly granted or given, to the contrary netwith 
ſtanding.” This was during the prote ctorſhip ofC/iver Creme! 
Trim. That ſame Oliver Cremwell was a huge ſon ©

Sharp, In 1663, under the reign of King Charles the ſe- 
cond, was paſſed An act for the encoyragement of trade—in 
which is this very remarkable clauſe—** And in regard his 
majeſty's plantations beyond the ſeas are inhabited and peo- 
pled by his /ub/e7; of this kingdom of England, for the. 
maintaining & greater correſpandence and kindneſs between 
them, and keeping them ia a firmer dependence upon it, and 
rendering them yet more beneficial and advantageous unto it, 
in the further employment and increaſe of Engliſh ſhipping and 
ſe amen, vent of Eopliſh woollen and other manufactures and 
commodities, rendering the navigation to and from the ſame, 
more ſafe and cheap, and makiog this kingdom a ſtaple, not 


caly of the commodities of thoſe plantations, but alſo of the . 


commodities of other countries and places, for the ſupplying 
of them; and it being the uſage of other nations to keep their 


plantation · trade to themſelves :*'&c. Our charter was grant- 
ed by King William and Queen Mary, in 1692, which im- 
powers the general-court to make laws ** ſo as the fame be 
not repugnant or contrary to the laws of the realm of Eog» | 


land.” And in 1696, during the ſame glorious reign, an act 
cf parliament was made extending all the acts of trade to the 
Colonies, andrequiring all goyernors and commanders in chief, 


Ito take a ſolemn oath to do their utmoſt, that all the clau- 
ſcs, matters and thiogs contained in that and former acts of
